There a re m a n y stories in the life of 
A b raham Lincoln. 
Prob ab ly no man 
over lived w b o was connected with 
more romances. 
But in them all there 
is som ething sad. 
It 
w a s a period of 
w ar in which these events of which he 
was the central figure occurred, and 
only a very few of the romances ex­ 
tracted from w a r have happy te rm in a ­ 
tions. 
No one can look upon the por 
trait of A b r a ha m Lincoln without see­ 
ing there the solemnity of those four 
years when the b oys of ‘Gl to ’Go were 
b eing mow ed down like wheat, when 
every family in the north and in the 
south were mourners. 
There is one event in the life of 
President Lincoln which, if certain 
efforts tha t were made had b een u n ­ 
successful, would have left nonexist­ 
ent his leadership in the great struggle 
and b e would have gone d ow n in 
history simply as the man whose elec­ 
tion b rought it on. 
True, it would 
have b een adorned with the crown of 
martyrdom, b ut at the b eginning in­ 
stead of the end of his career. 
This is the story of his escape from 
that earlier a tte m pt to assasinate him 
which w as a failure: 
It was In the spring of 1 SO 1, when 
secession sympathizers were plotting 
against the lines of communication 
leading from the national capital, tha t 
a man, middle a god, muscular and 
with 
a 
deter mined though 
tranquil 
face, 
appe are d 
in 
Perrymausville, 
Md. 
l i e w a s a Pinkerton detective 
and had b een sent there to discover 
plots to d a m a ge railroad property. 
W he n Mr. Lincoln went to Washing 
ton for his first inauguration, having 
passed through New York, he went 
southward on the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore a n d Ohio railroads. 
Allan 
Pinkerton, chief of a Chicago detec­ 
tive b ureau, learned through a master 
machinist of the latter road that a 
n um b er of secessionists 
laid 
b ound 
themselves b y an oath to assassinate 
Mr. Lincoln while journeying to the 
capital. 
T he re was b ut little time to 
act, for the president elect was ab out 
to leave his home. 
When the assassi­ 
nation plan w as conceived It was not 
known b y the conspirators b y w ha t 
route Mr. Lincoln would go to tiie cap­ 
ital. 
T hey were therefore ob liged to 
arrange for a n att ack upon him at sev­ 
eral different points. 
T he Perryuinns- 
ville b ranc h of the organization pre­ 
tended to b e a cavalry company. 
Web ­ 
ster, who, though of a quiet exterior, 
knew how to sham very deep feeling 
against the Yankee government, at 
once enrolled himself in this cavalry 
company. 
But getting into the compan y was 
far from getting its plans, and unfor­ 
tunately there was very little time to 
discover them. 
Web ster relied on his 
pretended hatred of the government to 
secure his initiation Into the inner cir­ 
cle. 
riis ruse succeeded. 
li e was in­ 
vited to go to the house of tlx* euptniu 
of the company, b ut not to say a word 
ab ou t the invitation. 
In a room every 
window 
of 
w h i c h 
was 
protected 
against hearing and seeing from the 
outside he met men from the central 
point of the conspiracy, Baltimore, and 
was receives! as one of the planners 
of the work to la* done. 
Seated ab out a (ab le, the party dis 
cussed different methods of assassi­ 
nating the president elect. 
Web ster, 
b eing a new man and of a reserved 
disposition, listened to the others, only 
occasionally pointing out some weak 
spot in a proposition or suggesting a 
way to ob viate If 
Before the confer­ 
ence b roke up it had b een decided to 
shoot Mr. Lincoln at the depot as ho 
w as passing through Baltimore on tho 
23d of March. 
W eb st er now had the plans In his 
possession. 
Taking 
himself 
aw ay 
from the so called cavalry company, 
he w ent whe re he could safely comm u­ 
nicate with his chief, Allan Pinkerton, 
On the night of the 21st of Feb ruary 
Pinkerton m et Mr. Lincoln a t the Con­ 
tinental hotel at Philadelphia and re­ 
vealed the plot. 
The question now arose b ow, having 
the plan, to defeat it. 
A ruse was 
adopted. Instead of going on to W a sh­ 
ington direct, Mr Lincoln was taken 
northwes t to Harrisb urg. 
B u t It was 
no easy job to turn the gaze of mil­ 
lions of people from the most prom i­ 
nent figure in the land with hosts of 
n ewspaper 
correspondents

his every movement. 
T he telegraph 
wires leading out of H a rrisb u rg were 
secretly grounded, thus cutt in g off that 
city from the rest of the world. 
Mr, Lincoln now b eing ab le to travel 
without news of his passage b eing tel­ 
egraphed from every station, a private 
train was made up at Harrisb urg, and 
tlx* president elect- it is said that he 
was disguised—was taken b ack to Phil­ 
adelphia and ar midnight of the 22d 
instead of the 23d, as had b een a r ­ 
ranged, was rushed through Baltimore 
and early the next mor ning arrived 
safe in Washington. 
This b rief statement of the plan to 
assassinate the president elect and its 
defeat Is e s s e n t i al to the story —a story 
of Ab raham Lincoln as the central fig­ 
ure 
and 
Timothy 
Web ster, 
whose 
quick work was instrumental in sa v­ 
ing him for the great work he was to 
accomplish. 
If would have b een well 
had the president kept 
Web ster b y 
him until, his task having b een fin*

tal with the rest of the country. 
Kven 
dispatches were not safe in t r a n s i t 
The first work done b v Web ster after 
foiling tho intention of the Baltimore 
conspirators was to carry some impor­ 
tant papers through to the president. 
Web ster found the railroad b ridges 
! b urned b y the secessionists. 
T akin g 
the route through 
Havre do Grace, 
! whe re a long b ridge was destroyed, he 
! was rowed across the river and hired 
a wagon to take him onward. 
H e was 
! ob liged to pass through 
Perrymans- 
j ville. and the wagon was stopped b y 
the cavalry company in which W eb ­ 
ster had enlisted for a spy. 
li e was rec­ 
ognized, hut fortunately forhlm the fact 
that he luid revealed their plot to the 
government was not known to them. 
W eb ster 
traveled 
on 
in 
company 
with an E ngli shman whose confidence 
la* won, aiul the man repealed to him 
tha t 
he w a s 
b earing dispatches to 
southern sympathizers In Washington. 
W he n the tw o reached the environs of 
the 
capital, 
Web ster, ,meeting 
one 
w hom he know to la* a Union man, 
sent word b y him to the picket guard 
tha t he wished them to arrest b oth 
him aud his companion. 
This w as 
done, b ut as soon as they were sepa­ 
rated Web ster was released an d w ent 
to the W hit e House. 
There he w as at 
once adm itted to 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
and, 
taking off Ids coat and vest, ripped 
open the lining and produced the d is­ 
patches. 
They and those found on the 
E ngli shman were of vital Importance. 
Possib ly the latter were the more im ­ 
portant, since they revealed that tho 
president w as living In a city where 
numb er s of tlx* e nem y’s sympathizers 
were plotting for the captu re of Hie 
capital.

ern m ent Web ster entered that service 
and worked for the pay lie received 
In It. 
Ordinarily it is hard to teli 
which side a spy playing this doub le 
gam e 
is 
really 
working 
for. 
But 
W eb ster In tlx* b eginning saved the 
life of tlx* president elect and con­ 
tinued to ta k e him Important inform a­ 
tion, while he had only to give the 
Confederacy information that w as u n ­ 
true or would not avail it. 
This b eing a story of Mr. Lincoln 
ra ther than Web ster, the many re 
markab le romances in fhe life of the 
latter duri ng his term of service must 
b e passed over without, even a c a t a ­ 
logue of them. 
Finally, though suf 
fering from rheumatism, he st arted 
south in company with a Miss Lewis, 
who w as in his confidence. 
Tho trip 
was to b e his last Incursion inlo the 
south. 
Unfortunately lie was laid up 
a long while In Richmond with then 
mutism. 
Miss 
Lewis 
nursed 
him. 
During this time nothing was heard 
from 
him at 
Washington, and 
tho 
president and others who knew of his 
mission 
b ecame anxious ab out 
him. 
It was determined to send the m e m ­ 
b ers of the secret service force south 
to look for him 
The 
t w o men 
went to Richmond. 
They learned that Web ster w as lying 
ill at a hotel and b lundered b y going 
directly to see him without communi 
eating with him. 
In his room they 
found a Confederate and were rash 
enough to han d him a 
l e t t e r from Al­ 
lan Pinkerton which, they said, came 
from a friend of his in 
Baltimore. 
They came again and unfortunately 
met an officer from the provost m a r 
sb al’s office. 
This meeting led to their 
examination. 
They were identified b y 
a person who knew them, and all was 
lost. 
When the new s c am e to General Mc­ 
Clellan’s headqua rters that the two 
men had b een arrested as spies and 
had implicated Web ster, Allan Pin ker­ 
ton hurried to W ashington to see Mr. 
Lincoln and discover if any thing could 
b e done to save them. 
Singularly 
enough, W eb ster had saved Lincoln’s 
life, and now Lincoln was called upon 
to save Web ster’s life. 
Mr. Lincoln called a special meeting 
of the cab inet to devise means to save 
tlx* spies’ 
lives. 
Nothing could

done except to communicate through 
the secretary of w a r calling the 
at t e n ­ 
tion of the authorities at Richmond to 
the fact tha t the United States gov­ 
ern m ent had alw ays b een lenient to 
Confed erate spies and had never tried 
or sentenced to death any one ca ught 
ca rr yin g information.

two months. 
It is not prob ab le tha t j 
they would have escaped had they not J 
implicated Web ster.

The la'f event of similarity b etween 
Mr 
Linco ln arid 
W eb ster occurred 
three years later, when Mr. Lincoln 
was again the ob ject of tb e assassi n’s 
b ullet. 
The doub le tragedy contains 
two singular coincide» ** < ■ . 
Both died 1 
for the cause, though neither of them |

lealhs, one b eing hanged for a spy, 
the other murdered.

We are a practical peo­ 
ple, and any and every good govern­ 
ment device must be treated by us 
strictly on its merits. 
It is a mistake 
ever to attach too much importance 
to th ese devices or th e governmental 
ch anges th at follow th eir application.
